Such absolutely absurd tales make, 


the average .person laugh, but in the 
minds of many, who can apparently 
set' no good In the work the women 
and men Interested in the .-Red Cross 
do so unselfishly, at personal sacri- 
fices, it Is taken as truth. A similar, 
title that a woman recently failed to 
hear from her son who Is in the army 
t'fir a lung period, and upon writing to 
the authorities at Washington learned 
he w;ui one. of thousands who had lost 
thi-ir lives when a transport was sunk 
by a submarine is so palpably trace- 
abb' back to the sensational rumor 
that was contradicted months ago, it 
is wonderful it could be believed now.
